You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said  Eaton, 
on  Tuesday,  the  4th  day  of  March,  next  at  ten  of  the  clock  in  the 
forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year  ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray 
town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropriations  of  the 
same,  including  town  officers'  salaries,  town  officers'  expenses,  elec- 
tion and  registration  expenses,  expenses  of  the  Town  Hall  and  other 
buildings,  Social  Security,  police  department,  fire  department,  insur- 
ance, planning  and  zoning,  damages  and  legal  expenses.  Civil  De- 
fense, health  department,  vital  statistics,  town  dump,  town  mainte- 
nance (summer,  winter  and  general  expenses),  street  hghting,  town 
road  aid,  town  poor,  old  age  assistance,  recreation,  cemeteries  and 
interest. 

3.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  selectmen  to  borrow 
money  in  anticipation  of  taxes,  if  necessary. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  a  sum  of  money  to 
replace  the  bridge  over  Snow  Brook  on  the  Roberts  Road,  in  Snow-
